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A MILK PROSECUTION. 


Moral Victory for. 
Defendant. 


A Chinese dairykeeper named 
Chan Pak Shau of No, 55 Aber. 
deen Street, was summoned before 
Mr RO EL Lindsetl at (the 
Magistracy yestertay afternoon 
for selling to Sanilary Inspector 
Johan Watson, to the latter's pre- 
judice, milk which was not of the 
nature and substane demanded 
by the purchaser. « 

Br W. We Pearse, 
Officer of Health, an whose jnstruc- 
tions the summons was issued, 
conducted the case for the pre 
secution. Mr. W. B Hind appear- 
ed for the defence. 


Outlining the facts, Dr. Pearse 
saidthat before he authorised the 
Prosecution he carefully ~ con- 
sidered the case. The Government 
analyst's certificate showed that 
four per cont. of water had been 
added to the nailk, and this par- 
centage, said Dr. Pearse, was very 
small and at first sight it would 
appear that no man would bother 
to add sach a small quantity. 
The analyst's trport, = how- 
ever, was bescd on the local 
standard of milk, which was 
very low. The Health authorities 
required three per cent. cf fat and 
8.5 per cent. of solids. This 
standard was recognised as very 
Tow in other parts of the world, 
but the Hongkong Government 
declined to raise ifto conform 
with the standard at home,

“vidence showing that the whole 
shed was used by defendant. 


Mr. Hind asserted that his client 
nt used the shed in. conjunction with 
‘ another. man. His defence was 

that the inferior quality of the 
ts milk was not due to adulteration, 
but to the inferior quality of the| 
grass with. which the cows. were

Canton’s Defence. 


Canton August; *° 26—The 
Canton Information Bureau is 
officially authorised to point oot 
that Mr. Lennox Simpzon’s 
(Putnam Weale) reference to the 
i Government here as a separatist 
guvemment, »8s teported in a 
London message carried br 
| Reuters onder date of August 25, 
| factaof the existing political situa- 
ttion in China. The Government 
here claima to be and is the 
| National Government of the 
Chines» Rapublic. Te is tle jure 
fin that (a) it derives ite authority 
from tho Provisional Constitntion 
tof 1912, which is ‘the present 
Organic Law of the Republic, 
and (by it has been established in 
pursuance of .the governmoent- 
making power vested by the said 
‘Constitution in the legal Parlia- 
rent of the Republic. This 
Parliament. is in sessionat Can- 
ton. Itis legally and constitu- 
tionally in being in virtuevof the 
Bule of the Constitution esta blish- 
ed when Parliament re-assembled 
in Peking in the summer 
of 1916. The Government is 
alsody farfoin that its authority 
is recognised by the , great 
éluc of provinces in the South- 
West; and other provinces wil! 
follow s& its jorisdiction extends 
northward of the historic line of 
the Yangteze. Tne authorities at 
Peking are admittedl7 an illegal 
governing body and éxercise no 
effective authority outside the 
twa'ls of the Capital. The fact 
that the Foreign Powers have 
recognised the Peking administra- 
tion does not invest it with the 
legality which it lacks: ander the 
Chinese Constitution. . 

In these. circumstances, Mr. 
Lennox Simpson's threatened con-

Some of the older 
universities of the world—notably 
Oxford—are still averse to the 
admission of female students and 
it has been very largely left ‘to 
the younger institutions to lead 
the way. Here-in Hongkong, 
where we seek toeducate Chinese 
students, it is something decided- 
Iy out of «the ordinary to 
admit male and female students 
toa University. The women of 
China are gradually coming 
forward to take their place witb 
the men—the. movements in 
Canton amply demonstrate that 
fact—and equal . opportunity 
should be givea them to as- 
similata the best ia western 
education. Until quite receatly 
in China the keeping apart of 
men and women in public was 
universal. In allthe schools, in 
the churches and temples, in fact 
in any public meeting place, the 
men had their allotted place and 
the women had theirs. That.is 
passing away and the old prejud- 
ices ara‘giving place to a better 
and more rational order of things. 
The socis! emsucipation of the 
Chinese woman will possibly bes 
long time coming in, anything 
like a general sense, but it speaks 
volumes for the growth of western 
ideas that in Canton educated 
women are taking their rightful 
place in the scheme of things and 
that here, in Hongkong, a young 
University ‘can tbrow open: its 
doors for the betbofit of men and 
women alike.
